Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Sisson confirmed inquiry by Mr. Nakashima that the record does 
not reflect that there is any easily identifiable allowable subject matter. Mr. Nakashima indicated his intent to file a 
Notice of Appeal along with a proposed amendment under 37 CFR 1.116 with the intent to bring the claims in better 
condition for appeal. 

Mr. Sisson indicated that the Office had received a Supplemental Response on 30 December 2003. 
Mr. Nakashima indicated that it was not his intention of the claims to be interpreted as encompassing the amplification 
of the entire chromosome 6, but acknowledged that certain wording could possibly cause such confusion. Mr. 
Nakashima indicated that he intends to clarify this aspect via his Rule 1.16 response. 

Mr. Nakashima indicated that the reference to "A, B, C, Class I, DQA1 , DRA, DRB, DQB1 , and DPB1" are not HLA loci, 
but are classes of HLA loci, and that by the specification having fairly taught primes to all classes known at the time of 
filing, the specification provides a much larger teaching than what has been represented in the Office action .
